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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner begins by noting that Applicant 
indicates that claims 28 and 33 are amended, however the claims have not been ameended. 

Further, Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the subtransactions of Hinkle are not the same a Applicant's partial entry data set. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Applicant claims "each partial entry data set . . . containing the record identifier of a book data set associated with it as well as at least one 
value of a business transaction which should effect a corresponding change of account values." Hinkle teaches "each subtransaction 
conceptually indicates a single operation (i.e. at least one) . . . that is to be performed ... the first operand indicates the data to be added 
or subtracted (value of a business transaction which should effect a corresponding change of account values) from a particualr field or 
coumn of a table row identified by the second operand (record identifer of a book data set)." 

Applicant argues that Hinkle does not teach that at least two partial data entry sets are sent. Examiner notes that this is part of the 
concept of "subtransactions". In other words, by the very natures that Hinkle relies on "subtranscations" means that a transaction has to 
be broken up in to at least two subtransaction. 
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
